" Kvery person who shall wilfully ar,d mnli- 


ciounly enter any Orchard. Nursery or UarUen, 
and take away, mutilate or destroy nny tree, 
shrub or vine, or steal, take and carry away 
nnyjfruit or flowers, without, the consent of tbe 
owner thereof.or shall wilfully and maliciously 
mutilate, cut down or destroy any tree planted 
for Shade or Ornament, shall be defined «uilty 
of misdemeanor, and shall be punished by a 
fine not exceeding $1110, or imprisonment in 
the County Jail for a term not exceeding three 
months, or both,at tbe discretion of tbe Court." 


It will be seen tbnt it is not for the punish- 


ment of the person "who merely takes an ap- 
ple, or tho child who plucks a flower," but for 
tbe protection of fnt>t-gn>wer* and nurserymen 
who have, heretofore, been severely annoyed, 
and had their property iiijurud,by depredations 
Maliciously committed; and in many cnces, 
where fru:t growers had some choice varieties 
which they wished to test, it line been found 
impossible to prevent them from being stolen. 


Last December, a gentleman of this city bad 


b valuable evergreen, valued at $KiO, cut from 
his garden, in tbe night, for the supposed pur- 
pose of making a Cbristmas-trco. There ban 
been no ptioinhment for this»kitid of depreda- 
tion*, and the owner could only recover tbe val- 
ue of the property injured. This is the real 
Intent of the law, and we hope to sue it pass.

course. 


Mr. C'liAPlN ibid he would speak of tbe chiv- 


alry of our day. He would not contend that 
there was much chivalry ; but he would illus- 
trate what there was of it. Tbe times are bad 
enough, but let us think well of them ; better 
to hope, than to be disco iraged. 


Tbere was no great chasm in the coarse of 


ages. Tbe idea* whicb miniated the world du- 
ring the days of knighthood, were traceable in 


There WHS an age of chivalry, once. 
But 


where is it 7 It lies far back, appearing like a 
dinttuit landscape. But it in past, and gone. 
It was thought that this age was barren of the 
suhjectx for poetry: thai there was too much 
materialism about this a;;e 
But. perhaps, the 


former ages were not as good as they seem to 
to have been; there was not much poetry or 
romance about real, ev try.day life. He said, 
many historians and writers spake of their own 
times as being tbe wont. The former ages 
wore apt to be thought more beautiful, frum 
the fact of thttir being viewed ID the distance, 
and that we were too near our own age, to see 
much beauty in it. He illustrated this by say* 
ing that not so tuu;h beauty of scenery appears 
to the traveler amid a chain of mountain* ; but 
when ui. ^io-,.,| atadintanoe, it appears quite 
romantic—its appearance being »uf..,..,,,i hv tjle 
intervening space. 


It wait said that, as civilization and knowl- 


edge advanced, tbe spirit of poetry decreased. 
This may be, because we may not want any 
more. There were, however, poems of our 
own age, which would bo better appreciated a 
hundred yean bence. He thought that poetry 
would not bo crowded out by the advance of 
science—it would only be transfigured: that 
there was inspiration in the steam-engine and 
telegraph. He did not not.deuy-tbe material- 
ism aud apparent selfishness of this era. 
But 


we diJ not appreciate tho romance of cw age. 
The rivulet, in its windings through mountains 
and forests, was probably more attractive and 
romantic than the broad river tbat stretches 
over a wide plain, bearing em its boiom the 
comrnerc1! of nations. 


In speaking of the evils of our age, he said 


they were not attributable to knowledge.— 
Knowledge tends to goodness. The cvilu of 
this age are not greater than those of former 
agos ; those of our own age appear more hide- 
ous, because they stsud ugain.t the clear out- 
line of knowledge. 
Therefore, knowledge 


does not make these evil*—\toii\yrtvtal* them. 


Mr. CHAPIN thought there was too little so- 


cial reverence about our age, such as existed in 
the ages of chivalry. We read of the sons of 
the Gauls, as standing behind their fathers, at 
table, waiting on them. Now it is quite chang- 
ed. Punch gave a true illustration of this, in 
representing a boy, offnring bis grandfather 
some of the " weed," at the same time advising 
him that, if he had not formed the habit, not to> 
begin. 


The reverend speaker said this was a hasty 


age—our symbol is a locomotive. Everything 
goes as if by steam. A man ig elected Presi- 
dent or Governor, almost before he knows be 
is a candidate. See* vrh-it« it generates. 
We 


shun honest labor, and prefer chances of bank- 
ruptcy ; accept policy. ai:d reject principle. 


He said there was chirnlry in the work of the 


Revolution. 
The uniform of the American 


soldier was dear to him, »tirring up, as it did, a 
memory of the men who braved every danger 
iu the defense of their country. So will this 
age seem romantic, in another era, because net 
viewed in its oold materialism. 


It is not true, that alt chat was good and no- 


ble in the chivalries ages, is now extinct. What 
was its epirit J It was HUMANITY—to defend 
the weak and oppressed. 
Thin, toe should also 


do. Let every man accept bis tura in working 
for humanity, and do tbe twist he ean. No man 
was put in the world to l»e a mere critic. Fa- 
naticism, with all its cruelty, is far better than 
the co'd and icy skeptic, who will do nothing 
but criticise—accomplishing nothing himself, 
and discouraging others. He who works for 
the good of humanity, will not stop to criticise 
the world. Let all bo animated by this idea. 
Aud though the notes of tbe orchestra be not 
lully perceptible through the storm, yet we 
hear them aud are conscious of their existence. 
He who oan't do everytHng, will at least try to 
do something. A trua man will work towards 
doing good. Aud if he jan'ttake an express, 
he will take an accommodation train. As the 
knight of former years was loyal to some grand 
ideal—Faith, Devotion or Valor—fo no com- 
munity ia worth anything, unless it has some 
object in view. Some u^en are not MEM. but 
human vegetable*—iate'.Keetual squashes. K«t- 
ing, drinking and sleeping, are no great achieve- 
ments to boast of; tbe aim of men should be 
to add to the good of humanity. He who 
aets on this principle, and fights against tbe 
evils of the age, ia a chi alric man. There is 
no truer knight than he >vho stands for GOD'S 
truth and Man't good.
